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General 


This information kit for manufacturers and 
consignors deals with domestic consign- 
ments of dangerous goods. For the purposes 
of marine transport of dangerous goods, the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Regula- 
tions apply to ships registered in Canada 
whether in or out of Canada and to ships 
carrying domestic consignments of danger- 
ous goods. A domestic consignment of 
dangerous goods is defined in the regulations 
as “a consignment that is transported from a 
place in Canada, to another place in Canada 
but does not include a consignment that is 
transported by a ship south of latitude 40°N”. 


The accompanying information piece on 
“Shippers and Manufacturers — Responsibi- 
lities” Outlines the requirements under the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Regula- 
tions for shipping dangerous goods 
regardless of the mode of transport. This 
leaflet outlines the additional requirements 
specific to domestic consignments of 
dangerous goods by the marine mode. 


Exemptions 


Except for Part XIl which specifies the 
requirements for the appointment of agents, 
the regulations do not apply to an inter- 
national consignment by ship if the 
consignment meets the requirements of the 
International Maritime Dangerous Goods 
Code. 


An information kit for exporters and importers 
outlining the inter-relationship of the domes- 
tic surface requirements and the international 
marine requirements is available from the 
contacts listed at the end of this leaflet. 


Also exempt from the regulations are 
domestic consignments of Class 3 Flammable 
liquids that have no subsidiary classification, 
have a flash point not less than 37.8°C and 
are contained in small containers (Section 
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Documentation and Safety Marks 


Over and above the basic requirements for 
all modes of transport, there are only two 
additional consignor responsibilities for 
marine transport. For dangerous goods that 
have a primary classification of Class 3 
Flammable liquids, the flash point must be 


indicated on the documentation and on the 
small container or package as specified in 
the regulations (Paragraphs 4.8(1)(g) and 
5.37(1)(d)). 


For more than 2,000 kg of any one class of 
consumer commodities that are transported 
in a transport unit that will be transported on 
a ship (i.e. a ferry), the transport unit must 
display the “danger” placard (Section 5.42). 


Notification 


The consignor or his agent must notify the 
Harbour Administration of the information 
contained in the shipping documents at least 
24 hours before a consignment of dangerous 
goods arrives at the harbour. 


Ferries 


Consignors whose dangerous goods con- 
signment, enroute to its destination may have 
a transport unit using a ferry, must meet the 
intermodal requirements. There are marine 
requirements for ferries, passenger and 
cargo, that differ from the rail or road mode. 
An information sheet is available on these 
intermodal requirements specific to ferry 
operations from the contacts listed at the end 
of this leaflet. 


Other Requirements 


Where the Transportation of Dangerous 
Goods Regulations are silent and other 
federal regulations are in place that regulate 
the handling, offering for transport or trans- 
porting of dangerous goods by ship, those 
requirements must still be met. For instance, 
the Dangerous Goods Shipping Regulations 
under the Canada Shipping Act specify 
additional conditions for packaging, segre- 
gation, container packing, stowage require- 
ments and other requirements not, at this 
time, covered by the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Act and Regulations. 
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Further information is available from the 
Canadian Coast Guard contacts listed at the 
end of this leaflet. 


Special Provisions 


There are a number of special provisions 
listed in Schedule Ill of the Transportation of 
Dangerous Goods Regulations that apply 
specifically to consignments of dangerous 
goods by ship. When any of these special 
provision numbers appear in column IV of 
List | or List Il of Schedule Il, that special pro- 
vision applies to that product, substance or 
article. 


Special Provisions 2, 7, 98 and 100 apply to 
any type of ship — passenger or cargo. 


Special Provisions 2 and 7 are prohibitions. 
There are only a few items that are Class 1 — 
Explosives that carry these special provi- 
sions prohibiting them from carriage on a 
ship. 


Special Provision 98 prohibits two items — 
Cyanogen chloride PIN 1589 and Acetone 
cyanohydrin PIN 1541 from being trans- 
ported by ship unless they are rendered 
chemically stable. 


Special Provision 100 indicates that Oxy- 
gen or Oxygen compressed PIN 1072 and 
Oxygen, refrigerated, liquid or Oxygen PIN 
1073, must comply with the requirements of 
the Dangerous Goods Shipping Regulations 
made pursuant to the Canada Shipping Act. 


Special Provisions 5, 25, 26, 99 and 101 
apply to passenger ships. 


For the purposes of dangerous goods that 
are included in Class 1 — Explosives, a pas- 
senger ship is any ship with more than 12 
passengers or more than one passenger for 
each three metres of the length of the ship, 
whichever is the lesser. 


For the purposes of dangerous goods other 
than dangerous goods included in Class 1 — 
Explosives, a passenger ship is any ship with 
at least 25 passengers, or more than one 
passenger for each three metres of the 
length of the ship, whichever is the greater. 


Special Provision 5 prohibits a few items 
that are fireworks (Class 1 — Explosives) 
from carriage by passenger ship if the pas- 
sengers are unberthed. 


Special Provisions 25 and 26 limit the 
quantity of the product or substance that 
may be carried by a passenger ship. These 
special provisions apply to a number of 
items in List | of Schedule Il which are Class 1 
Explosives. 


Special Provision 99 prohibits the carriage 
of this substance or product on a passenger 
ship. There are over 500 items in List | and 
List ll of Schedule II that carry this special 
provision. 


Special Provision 101 applies to Sodium 
Dithionite or Sodium Hydrosulphite PIN 1384 
and prohibits it from being carried on a 
passenger ship unless it is packaged in 
metal drums. 


This leaflet provides general informa- 
tion only. For specific information, the 
Act and Regulations must be 
consulted.
